At Camden he said in part: 
" I am not here to clear m v political 
reputation. 
The

attacking m e since early In my ad­ 
m inistration I care nothing for. 
I ain 
content to abide the judgment of the 
Am erican people, taken after years, 
when the clouds have rolled by and j 
the 
mists

Nor ani I 
moved to 
come here by personal ambition. 
I 
can get along with one term. 
It is no! 
so many men in the Toited States 
that have <ven th at;, and a second 
term is not essential to my happiness. ; 
"B u t, my friends, I am here to warn 
you that In this prelim inary contest i 
b« fore the Chicago convention there is 
a crisis in your country’s history that 
ought to spur you to activity to pre­ 
vent the dangers that threaten us as a 
constitutional government. 
"T here has intervened another gen­ 
tleman who claims that he must have 
another nomination. 
It is a very un­ 
pleasant matter for me to discuss be­ 
cause of our former relations, but. 
nevertheless, 
I 
ani confronted 
with 
the issue and I must tell you exactly 
what I think about it and give you, 
so far as I am concerned, a warning 
and the naked truth. 


Obliged to R efu te Charges. 


“ I am opposed to Mr. Roosevelt, 
first, because of the character of the 
campaign that he has been carrying 
on. which has brought about this un­ 
precedented necessity and spectacle of 
the president of the United States 
being 
called 
out 
to refute 
charges 
against 
the 
adm inistration 
and 
un­ 
founded ones at that. 
" I am opposed to Mr. Roosevelt also 
because— and this is more serious—- 
because of the unsound constitutional 
views that he has held and that he 
promises to put into state constitu­ 
tions. 
If he puts them into state con­ 
stitutions they necessarily w ill go in­ 
to federal constitutions, 
"And, finally. I am opposed to him 
because his nomination will be a de­ 
parture from a tradition that has been 
recognized by W ashington, by Jeffer­ 
son, by Jackson, by Lincoln, by M cKin­ 
ley and was preserved in the case of 
Grant by the people against the will 
of G rant’s friends and has been ap­ 
proved 
by 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
It 
was approved by him in 1004 and it 
was reenforced by him in 1908. 
"M y friends, this W ill be a sad day 
lr the history of the republic when 
one m an’s existence is essential to 
the country.’’ 
The president’s train was more than 
forty-five minutes late at Trenton. Mr. 
Taft spoke in the Arm ory to a crowd, 
m any of w hom had been waiting near­ 
ly two hours.

the crew of the Californian, who noti­ 
fied 
the captain and the officer of 
the watch, and that it was the plain 
duty of the Californian to go to the 
relief of the vessel in distress. 
Th** committee intim ates that Cap­ 
tain 
lx>rd should have aroused the 
wireless operator after he had been 
put on notice and it all but places the 
responsibility upon the captain of the 
Californian for the great loss of life 
on the Titanic. 
In short, th** committee w ill charge 
explicitly that had Captain Lord done 
his duty as the committee conceives it 
there is a strong probability that every 
I life on the Titanic might have been 
saved. 
The committee w ill call atten­ 
tion to the plain violation of the Brus­ 
sels treaty in regard to assistance and 
salvage at sea and will point out the 
statute of Great Britain giving effect 
to this treaty. 
The conduct of the captain of tile 
Ifa rp a th ia is contrasted with that of 
Captain Lord of the Californian to the 
n;reat credit of the former.

content to abide the Judgment of the 
American people, taken after years, 
when the clouds have rolled by and 
the 
mists 
of 
misconception 
have 
cleared away. 
Nor am I moved to 
come here by personal ambition. 
I 
can get along with one term. 
It is not 
so many men in the United States 
that have * ven th at;, and a second 
term is not essential to my happiness. 
“ But, my friends, I am here to warn 
you that in this prelim inary contest 
bt fore the Chicago convention there is 
a crisis in your country’s history that 
ought to spur you to activity to pre­ 
vent the dangers that threaten us as a 
constitutional government. 
"There has intervened another gen­ 
tleman who claims that he must have 
another nomination. 
It is a very un­ 
pleasant matter for me to discuss be­ 
cause of our former 
relations, but. 
nevertheless, I 
am confronted 
with 
the issue and I must tell you exactly 
what I think about it and give you, 
so far as I am concerned, a warning 
and the naked truth. 


Obliged to Refute Charges. 


“ I am opposed to Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
first, because of the character of the 
campaign that he has been carrying 
on, which has brought about this un­ 
precedented necessity and spectacle of 
the 
president of the United States 
being called out 
to refute charges 
against 
the 
adm inistration 
and 
un­ 
founded ones at that. 
“ I am opposed to Mr. Roosevelt also 
because— and this is more serious— 
because of the unsound constitutional 
views that he has held and that he 
promises to put into state constitu­ 
tions. 
If he puts them into state con­ 
stitutions they necessarily w ill go in­ 
to federal constitutions. 
“ And, finally, I am opposed to him 
because his nomination will he a de­ 
parture from a tradition that has been 
recognized by Washington, by Jeffer­ 
son, by Jackson, by Lincoln, by M cK in ­ 
ley and was preserved in the ease of 
Grant by the people against the will 
of G rant’s frien d s and has been ap­ 
proved 
by 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
It 
was approved by him in I Od I and if 
was reenforced by him in 1908. 
“ M y friends, this will be a sad day 
lr the history of the republic when 
one man’s existence is essential to 
the country.” 
The president’s train was more than 
forty-five minutes late at Trenton.

duty of the Californian to go to the 
relief of the vessel in distress. 
The committee intimates that Cap­ 
tain Ivord should have aroused the 
wireless operator after he had been 
put on notice and it all but places the 
responsibility upon the captain of the 
Californian for the great loss of life 
on the Titanic. 
In short, the committee w ill charge 
explicitly that had Captain Lord done 
his duty as the committee conceives it 
(here is a strong probability that every 
life on the Titanic might have been 
saved. 
The committee will call atten­ 
tion to the plain violation of the Brus­ 
sels treaty in regard to assistance and 
salvage at sea and w ill point out the 
statute of Great Britain giving effect 
to this treaty. 
The conduct of the captain of the 
farp athia is contrasted with that of 
Captain Lord of the Californian to the 
r;reat credit of the former.
